mile of 5,280 feet and the geo- 
graphical mile of 6,085 feet, making 
a difference of about oneseventh be- 
tween the two; then there are the 
Scotch mile of 5,928 fect, and the 
Irish mile of 6,72 feet—four va- 
rious miles, every one of which is 
still in use. Then almost every 
country has its own standard mile. 
The Romans had their mil passuum, 
1,000 paces, which must have been 
about 3,000 feet in length. The 
German mile to-day is 24,318 feet 
in length, more than four and a half 
times as long as ours. The Dutch, 
Danes, and Prussians’ mile is 
449 feet, three and a half times as 
long as ours; and the Swiss get 
more exercise in walking one of their 
miles than we get in walking five 
miles, for their mile is 9,188 yards 
long.

It may be imagined that such emi- 
nent men as Sir Framtis Treves, Sir 
Francis Laking, Sir Thomas Barlow, 
and the eres will carry off im- 
mens lee in payment for their r- 
vices to the King.

Are there any housekeepers *

home. The entrance to the cellar 
Was from the winter kitchen Oper 
ing a door from the hatter. one faced 
a flight of comfortable stairs, paint- 
ed a rather dark shade of yellow, 
and immaculately chan On the 
right side, even with the top step.

The delicate leaf of tea should nev- 
jer touch metal. It should be kept 
in paper, wood, glass or porcelain 


er, and let it stand three minutes.

Above all things, do not boil tea.

What to do in Emergencies. 


(E. R. Parker.) 

The only weneral direction that can 
be given for emergencies is t6 try to 
keep as cool and self possessed us pos- 
sible on those occasions when so much 
depends upon the calm and intelligent 
actions ofanindividual, Of all ordeals, 
perhaps the most trying is fire. If 
the clothing catches, wrap the person 
in a heavy rug, blankets or any thing 
of the kind at hand or else roll over 
and over on the floor or ground till 
the flames ave . Do not 
use Water if it can possibly be avoided 
as steam burns, which are most 
serious, are frequently caused in this 
way. Never ake any risks but send 
for a physician if there is the slightest 
necessity, If prostration or fainting 
is produced by the shock, administer 
brandy... Linseed oil is always a ‘safe 
and good dressing for a burn, also 
e e borax slightly moistened, 

© latter is probably the most cool- 
ing application that can be used, 

Vhere insensibility has been caused 
by exposure to extreme cold, do not 
bring the patient near the fire but 
take him into a cool room and rub 
with cloths wrung out of ice water 
until revived, dry with coarse towels, | 
put the victim to bed and gradually | 
increase the heat of the room. When 
able to take nourishment, give brandy | 
and hot broth. 

Bleeding from the nose may be 
stopped by holding the hands over the 
head and applying ice to the nose and | 
back of the neck. In hemorrhage 
from the lungs the blood is always!

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Magnificent Ceremony in the Historic Abbey 
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of Westminster. 
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Unbroken Roar of Welcome Salutes the Royal Couple - The 
Queen in Dazzling Raiment Charms all Hearts by Her 
Graciousness and Self-possession.— His Majesty 
Bore the Strain Without Injury to Health. 


Lowpox, Aug. 10.—Despite superstition and evil 
prophecy, King Edward is the crowned monarch ot this 
Empire. He has passed through a ceremony, mediae val, 
eyen barbaric, in some of its splendor, unscathed and 
apparently without physical detriment. A consumma- 
tion of national hopes which a few short weeks ago seem- 
ed impossible has been achieved under auspicious condi- 
tions, and once more tortune smiles upon the destinies ot 

+ Britain. ; 

The coronation rejoicings ha ye been on a very differ- 
ent scale from what was anticipated six weeks ago, yet 
from every point of view yesterday's celebration has been 
worthy of the greatest Empire in the world's history. 
About half a million people probably participated in Lon- 
don's tribute to the Sovereign, and their loyalty and en- 
thusiasm typified the deepest feelings of the great mass of 
King Edward's subjects. 

As. for the majestic ceremonial at Westminster 
Abbey, its slight curtailment served but to add to its im- 
pressive character. Nothing was lacking from the origi- 
nal design save the presence of a few special envoys from 

| abroad, and none who witnessed the matchless scene in 
‘this historic theatre of kingly dramas could wish for any- 
thing more imposing, more memorable, more worthy of 
the great traditions of the British Empire. 

If no word had been spoken, if no act had been done, 
if that magnificent tableau could simply live as a single 
record of British history, Britain might rest proud and 
content of her place among the nations. 


London, Aug. 10.—To-day there is being celebrated, within the 
historic kane ot Westminster Abbey, the most famous of the buildings of 
London, the coronation of King Edward, the great event which symbol- 
the full expression of the kingly office, with all that it represents to 
monarch and people ot the grandest empire that the world bas seen. 

_ Months of Iabor had been expended upon preparations for a pageant 
than which none more splendid and impressive could have been seen be- 
fore ; but the hand of fate intervened, and King and people bowed before 
a will that was superior to theirs, and the imposing ceremonial had to be 
deferred_and in a measure stripped of the original magnificence that 
would have characterized it. 

And who will not say that it is not better thus? May it not be that 
what the event loses in outward pomp and splendor it gains in inward 
beauty through. the chastened feelings that have been inspired by a 
period of tribulation and keen anxiety ? : 

May not the terrible ordeal through which His Most Gracious Majesty 
has passed bring the millions of the British Empire to a fulier realization 
of the responsibility that rests upon all and a deeper sense of dependence 
upon a higher power—a dependence so beautifully expressed in Rud yard 
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telt Kipling’s opeding verse of “Lest We Forget 
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i 
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“ God ot our fathers, known of old, 
Lord of our far-flung battle line, 

Beneath whose awful Hand we hold 
Dominion over palm and pine.” 


MANY WITNESSED THE CEREMONY. 


The ceremony is even now attended by the most illustrious subjects 
of the King, representative to a degree unprecedented in history, of every 
lime and color, of every religions faith and political system. The great 
elty itself is once more transformed into a triumphal avenue, and the 
cheers that greet the Sovereign as he drives from the Palace to the Abbey 
give spontaneous expression to a thankfulness at seeing His Majesty re- 
stored from the bed of sickness upon which he was grievously smitten, 
and at feeling that the war cloud which had hang so long aud so heavily 
upon. the Empire had passed away. 

The boom of artillery, the martial strains of the military bands as 
they played the triumphal notes of “Imperial Edward and the well. 
known tunes which appeal to Britons in every land, give emphasis to the 
acclamations of the people. The thousands of flags that flutter in the 
breeze, the numerous grand stands se long empty, but now filled to over- 
flowing ada to the-impressiveness of the spectacle. 


IN THE ABBEY. 


In the ancient Abbey itself are assembled the great and noble, the 
illustrious men who shape the ration’s destiny and uphold its traditions. 


One may picture at this far distance His Majesty seated upon the corona-| 


tion chair and tollow the solemn ritual prescribed for the occasion. Upon 
this chair have sat thirty-three Kings and five Queens of England. 
Under the seat of jt lies the “Stone of Destiny,’ called also Jacob's 
Stone, for tradition hath it that it was the identical stone which the patri- 
arch used as a pillow, but which by some process that had possibly better 
not be investigated too closely was transferred to Munster, where the 
ancient Kings ot Ireland were crowned in the golden days of the Emer- 
ald Isle, and subsequently found a resting-place at Scone, where it ren- 
dered similar seryice to the Kings of Scotland before the 
Edward carried it to Westminster. 


All around are the tombs of Kings—chapels paved with

Jo this day the butchers in all 
‘parts of Paraguay are women. In 
the public shuighter-houses the cat- 
tle are dispatched by men, Who 
‘sever the spinal column by cutting 
it with a sharp cutlass just behind 
the nape of the neck.

Now, various sorts of savages have 
various kinds of gods, and chiefly 
their idols are crude images, fash- 
tone by crude bands. But a spirit 
of modern enterprise has developed 
even in the savage breast, and the 
custom of the savage making his 
own fetieh, or god, which has been 
observed from time immemorial, is 
now giving place to the newer meth- 
ods of buying idole in the cheapest 
market; hence the reason for the 
Zanguebar idol<dealing firm coming 
into existence. 

They are ready to aupply to the 
savage tribes gods great and small, 
loving or warlike, made of paper, 
wood or ivory, or the most precious 
metal, on terms which pay them 
and please their dusky customers. 
And no. credit ie given and no risk 
ie run in worthless checks or base 
coin, for the bill is paid in the local 
territorial ourrency — namely, in 
yams, bananas, rice, palms, maize, 
dourra, nuts and beans; or in gold 
metal, palm oil, ivory, gums and 
cowries, or in cattle or slaves. This 
morchandise is converted into money 
in the capitels. 


FIRST-CLASS WORKMANSHIP. 


Some of the idols are dreams of 
workmanship, for the 
Zanguebarians have imported work- 
men from various parts of the world, 
whose whole labors are oxpended on 
the monsters upon which the poor 
savage looks with eyes of tenderness 
and veneration. Ivory and certain 
kinds of wooden gods are princi- 
pally made on African territory— 
those of the cheaper kinda—but the 
more pretentious and expensive gods 
are made in France, Germany and 
England, in factories, the existence 
of which nobody op this side of 
the world has hardly ever dreamed. 
In the valley of the Mombas thore 
is in every village what is called a 
sacred house, which containg, among 
gruesome objects, many priceless 
treasures, though fearfully ugly 
things in the way of idols. The na- 
tives call them M'lungu,“ and they 
consist of human heads fastened on 
a pole, with precious stones and 
golden and silver bars or plates in- 
usly inserted in the face, 
res of Hons and alligators of the 
most outrageous description, but 
nevertheless made of gold and 
emothered in precious stones and 
knuckle bones of various animals 
encased in glittering frames com- 
posed of diamonis. 

Most of these fetishes are made to 
order in Birmingham, not 300 yards 
from Broad street, which city has 
gent to the East African, Congo, 
— and other tribes hundreds of 

ols. 

THERE ARE HUNDREDS 
of gods worshiped by savages, there 
being at least one for every con- 
ceivable happening known to  hu- 
manity, and they range in size from 
one inch to a hundred feet higly. 
The strangest god of all is Kis 
uͤka, who is the terror and the 
love at the same time of the Ga- 
boon blacks. He looks like an or- 
dinary scarecrow, judging by the 
quantity of feathers and old = rags 
with which the body is dressed up. 
As a matter of fact, however, the 

t god, which stands some nine 

high, is made—principally at 
Nimes, in France—out of solid cob- 
bles of gold, and though the carv- 
ing takes hideous lines, yet it is so 
beautifully done as to warrant tho 
bill coming to, as a rule, one thou- 
wand guineas. The traders are paid 
with ivory—enormous tusks weighing 
from 100 to 200 pounds, and fetch-

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ADVICE TO SWIMMERS. 


Evils of Swimming and Diving in 
Unnau Places

coming in of wholly uncalled-for 
drowning accidents. Foolhardiness 
is a prevailing fault with those con- 
sidering themselves swimmers of 
more than the ordinary ability, and 
it is a well known fact that more 
so-called good swimmers’ are lost 
every year than performers of me- 
diocre power 

And right here we desire to give a 
few words of advice to swimmers, 
regardless of age, sex, or expe- 
rience. Dont go into dp water 
within an hour after a heavy meal, 
for cramps invariably are had when 
undigested food is in the stomach. 
However, there is little use in stay- 
ing out of the water for two or 
three hours after eating. as is fre 
quently suggested. A single hour 
will usually be found to answer the 
purpose. Don’t go into the water 
when the temperature ie below 55 
degrees. Excessive cold will give 
cramps to the hardiest of athletes. 
Don't try to swim across a body of 
water unless you know the exact 
distance, for appearances are very 
deceptive. Dont take long swims 
early in the season unless you have 
been practicing for a week or two, 
for swimming muscles are seldom 
used in other exercise, and a sudden 
over-taxing of them will result in 
cramps and exhaustion. i 

Don't venture into unknown tide 
waters without companions. Cur- 
rents are very treacherous and de- 
ceiving, especially in rivers, and 
many aman has lost his life 
through tarelessness. Don’t dive 
into unfamiliar waters. Rocks and 
stumps often lurk below the surface, 
and every year broken necks result 
because of them. 

Don’t dive into shallow waters 
with muddy bottoms. It your head 
strikes the bottom 
force, you may be held in the mud 
and de suffocated. Don't confin 


yourself to one stroke unless in rac- 6 


ing. Vary your movements 50 as 
not to overwork one set of muscles. 

Keep your mouth shut as much as 
possible, for unexpected gulps of 
water are often drawn into the 
windpipe and thereby cause the 
swimmer to strangle and lose his 
head. Don't fail to keep a cool head 
when caught in strong eddies. 

Don't neglect to rub your body 
thoroughly with vaseline before go- 
ing on a long swim, say of a mile 
or over. In this way the prolonged 
submersion will have no ill-effects. 
Don't drink whiskey or Jamaica gin- 
ger before going into the water. 
Wait until you come out if you want 
a stimulant. Women should wear 
the lightest bathing suits possible. 
Most of the garments worn in the 
water are heavy enough to drag a 
school of porpoises to the bottom. 

Breathe regularly while swimming, 
once With every complete stroke. 
Keep the head as low in the water 
as possible, and, last, but not least, 
don’t go swimming alone. Even in 
shallow waters it is best to have a 
companion near in case of emerg- 
ency.

SANITARY DAIRY LNG. 


Though I am a farmer and milk 
producer, my investigations and tra- 
vel in search of good healthy milch 
cons force me to agree with the 
, boards of health that the most ~of 
ithe bacterial ‘contaminations of the 
mik are at the farm, writes Mr. F 
L. Merriam. Hut this docs not ex- 
cuse transportation lines for net fur 
hishing cold storage. it does not 
excuse the city retailer for his lack 
‘Of care and use of Cane andl fare 
that are not always clean, and rare 
ly sterilized. It does not excuse him 
for using a bottle Oiling machine 
that cannot he made sterile without 
apoiling the valves 

The producer must bear in mind 
that the number of bacteria would 
not be so great when the milk ar- 
rives in the city, even without re 
irigerator cars, ii they hadn't been 
in the milk before starting. The kind 
of bacteria found in most cases 
‘points to the cow stable as the

| Not being able to build a new sta- 
ible, 1 did the best I could with what 
Thad and = finally got down to a

600. The first thing 1 did was to 
thoroughly scrape, sweep and clean 
the intel, top, sides and bottom. I 
then completely sprayed the wood 
work and the cows on two successive 
days With a 5 per cent. solution ot 
crude carbolic acid, turning the 
cows out next day. I then sprayed 
all the woodwork with whitewash. 
Milk utensils were first rinsed with 


of milk. Then dissolve 
washing powder, never 
soap, in boiling water, and thor 
oughly scrub all the utensils, and 
‘rinse thoroughly with boiling water. 

Rinse with boiling water fust prior 
to milking. The strainer must go 
through the same process. 

In the morning 1 card and brush 
the cows as clean as tools will make 
them, and put something across the 
\Stanchion, so that they cannot lie 
down until after wilking. Next 1 
clean out the stable, opening it, even 
in winter, to get out all the dust I 
have stirred up, then brush 
my clothes, wash face and 
hands and put on a cal 
‘vas jacket befere milking.

Canadian Cheese and Butter 
f For South Africa. 


It appears that Canada is already 
doing some little business with South 
Africa in dairy produce and it is ex- 
pected that when the direct service is 
placed in —— this coming 
autumn that the shipments of Cana- 
dian cheese and butter will show a 
considerable increase, 

It will be necessary, however, to 
have on board the steamships a system 
of refrigeration for the reception of 
such articles as butter and cheese, or 
else there is no possible chance of such 
perishable goods making the trip 
through the tropics and reaching fat. 
away Africa in anything like a good 
atate of preservation. 

The head of one of the important 
Montreal wholesale butter and cheese 
houses has stated that special pack- 
ages, as woll as cold storage, is nec- 
essary. The experiment of sending 
such articles as butter and cheese in- 
to tropical countries had never result- 
ed satisfactorily until special provis- 
ion was made for taking care of the 
shipments. In the case of butter and 
cheese, special packages would have 
to be constructed and for butter air 
tight metal casings would have to be 
made. Again, special machinery for 
the packing of these cases with butter 
w also have to be manufactured 
and installed. .
